BoeeCMlon  Duties  are  Socialism  of  a  most 
noxioas  character.  They  Imply  the  reverse  ot 
an  toeontiTe  to  thrift  which  should  be  prumntoii 
for  dretllatlng  the  life  blood  of  any  community. 
They  constitute  gambles  on  the  lives  of  property 
owners  and  their  Inequity  Is  Illustrated  by  no 
differentiation  belnf  shown  between  long-lived 
and  .short-lived  taxpayers.  Prneperlty  depends 
on  the  volume  of  capital  engaged  in  enterprise. 
-Capital  confiscation  by  a  State  can  never  en 


hance  the  development  of  a  people.  These  are 
■ome  considerations  that  might  well  be  digested 
bjr  Britlih  Columbia's  Minister  of  Finance.  If 
thort  is  any  constructive  desire  to  promote  the 
wall  being  of  this  province  then  one  of  the  first 
steps  to  be  taken  dM«ld  bt  tlia  iMIfcMl  of  8uc- 
fmtflu  Dutlts.

Bo  that  Willie  there  may  be  per- 
fect dtsdplioe  within  the  sohool.

If  there  are 
any  champtans  of  the  weak  against 
the  tyranny  aad  cruelty  of  the 
strong,  if  they  are  not  too  proud  to 
fight  in  a  righteous  cause,  they  are 
not  permitted  to  engage  In  any  such 
vtilgar  tiling  as  a  light.  The  con- 
sequence is  there  is  no  cheek  upon 
the  natural  disposition  of  the  bully 
to  abuse,  and  sometimes  to  inflict 
pain  and  even  Injuries  requiring 
sufglcal  treatment,  upen  younger 
and  weaker  boys.

A  high  and  imposing 
brulRe  huUt  in  the  same  way,  but 
wi'h  a  width  of  twenty  feet,  has  Just 
l)C'n  <);)ened  up  for  trafllc  at 
CliariisLon,  SC.  This  structure  Is 
also  capable  of  carrying  the  heaviest 
automobile  truck  leads.  Ttiere  are  a 
nuinbsc  of  very  wide  spans  in  this 
bridge,  up  to  a  thousand  feet  or 
more  faffording  ample  roooB  for 
shipping  to  pa.<:s  under),  and  a  total 
length  of  14.250  feet— a  right  up-to- 
the-nunutc  su  ^rn.M  m  bridge,  al  a 
total  cost  of  $(3  1)00  000  Tht.s  .'.tnic- 
ture  is  two  and  oiif-lmlf  tln.es  thf 
length  of  all  the  Seymour  Narrows 
bridges  plieed  end  on  end. 

The  nest  bridge  for  consideration 
is  the  Ambassador  Bridge  at  Windr 
sor.  Ontario.  9.000  feet  long,  with  a 
main  span  of  1,850  feet,  forty-.seven 
feft  wide  i  not  including:  an  ei^ht- 
foot  fiidewallci.  ThI.s  bridge  I.s  over 
three  tunes  the  widih  of  tlve  pro- 
posed bridges  at  Seymour  Narrows 
and  with  a  much  longer  span  than 
will  be  required  at  the  Narrows,  pro- 
viding Ripple  Ro^  ie  made  use  ef . 

There  are  natural  advantages  at 
Seymour  Narrows  that  were  not  pos- 
sible in  the  buildluK  of  the  Ambas- 
.sador  Brldg?:  rock  anchorages  for 
the  cables  had  to  br  provided,  and  to 
ensure  lielght,  du"  to  the  lowlands 
on  both  Bides  of  the  river,  compelled 
the  building  of  over  a  mile  of  ap- 
proaches. Seymour  Narrows  pos- 
sesses natural  rock  anchorages  for 
the  cables  and  ample  height  on  both 
sides,  so  that  the  requirements  of 
shipping  can  be  m^t  in  every  way, 
and  without  the  bulldinR  of  very 
long  approaches.  The  total  co.st 
of  the  Ambassador  Bridge  Is 
822,000.000.  It  Is  a  toll  bridge  built 
by  a  company  of  United  States  and 
Canadian  capitalists.

MAY  19— DEATH  OP  ST.  DUNSTAN 


NiDe  hundred  and  forty-two  years 

ago.  On  May  19.  98fl.  .Sf  niinstAn. 
the  flr.st  of  the  loin  line  of  ercleslas- 
tical  statesmen  wiio  were  rte.stlned  to 
play  a  prominent  part  In  the  history 
of  Britain  durtng  the  next  seven 
centuries,  died  at  the  age  of  sixty- 
four.  .  • 

He  was  bom  in  CMastoobury  in 
8M.  and  his  father,  Hserstan,  was 
closely  reLitert  to  the  reifninf  fam- 
ily of  the  KluRflom  of  Wesaex.  while 
two  of  hlfi  iinrleR  were  re.sp-i '  i.  fly 
Bi.shops  of  Wliiche.ster  and  nf  Wells 
He  wa.«i  educated  at  the  srhrxjl  nn 
ducted  by  the  monks  of  the  hlstonr 
Glastonbury  Abbey  and  spent  al!  h!? 
leisure  in  studying  the  manuscripts 
In  the  ■splendid  libnuy  of  the  monas- 
tery. He  was  stm  but  a  chUd  when 
his  gveat  fame  as  a  sdiolar,  an  artist, 
a  muslelan  and  an  oarter  lad  to  his 
beina  suaunonad  to  serve  at  the 
court  of  Athelstan,  Klne  of  Wessex. 
but  his  superior  attainments  aroused 
the  Jealousy  of  hi.«;  companions  and 
led  to  lil.s  bBiiishriieiii  from  court 
It  was  .>-ii()itiv  Hfier  t.hts  that  tif  de- 
cided to  l>etonie  a  monk,  and  a  few 
months  tft«r  taklnR  his  vnw  he  wai 
called  to  the  court  of  Kins  Edmund, 
who  made  him  one  of  his  counsel- 
lors but  snoe  anm  the  jealousy  of 
the  eonrtters  tafe  to  hia  beinc  ban- 
ished. He  was  soon  rsgeOed  and 
was  only  in  Ms  twentlsth  year  when 
the  king  «eOe  tm  AMei  ef  Olss- 
ton  bury. 

EXILBD  TO  PLAfOMM 
He  reaaataied  In  high  tow  untU 
the  death  ot  the  king .  and  during 
the  nhis  yeerr  reign  of  Ms  soece*- 
aor,  Khig  Mted.  the  gorenunent  of 
the  leakn  devolved  largely  upon 
Dunstan  owing  to  the  ill-health  of 
the  monarch,  and  it  was  during  that

Soon  after 
the  .Mir  «>^M(,n  of  Edwy  in  «5S  Dun- 
stan Incurred  the  enmity  of  Qessn 
Eigiva,  and  ha  Vas  aallad  to  Vlaa- 
ders,  where  he  alaye4  far  k  eeupis 
of  years.

tspaiiLsh  to  .supply  their  labor  mar- 
ket becau.se  there  were  not  enough 
French  people  to  do  the  work.

Although  use  of  Ootliic  and 
Romanesque  forms  of  furniture  pre- 
ceded the  tnie  Renaissance  chrono- 
logically. It  seems  best  to  begin 
study  of  the  Mstorle  styles  with  the 
Italian  Renaissance,  r.lnc*  that  wa* 
the  fouiitalnhead  and  inspiration 
of  much  that  followed.  Further- 
more,  the  Italian  Renaissance  fur 
nlture  lias  awakened  more  interest 
among  modem  designers  and  dee- 
or.itors  than  that  of  aaylOf  VtM  other 
early  European  styles.  Tte  Benals- 
sanoe  forms  the  baekground  for  ttia 
entire  picture. 

ITALIAN  RENAISSANCE 

The  Renaissance  movement  was 
European  in  scope,  but  it  had  its  be- 
ginnintf,  focus  and  highest  develop- 
ment in  Italy.  Architectura  was  the 
basis  and  guide  of  furniture  design, 
and  Italian  architecture  may  ix; 
divided  roughly  Into  periods:  1100 
to  1100.  (iothlc.  Lombardlc,  Byzan- 
tine. Romanesque;  1400  to  IfiOO. 
early  or  free  Renaissance;  1500  to 
1600,  high  or  classic  Renaissance; 
1600  to  1700,  Baroque  or  Rococo 
Renaissance   and   the  Decadenza. 

The  Gothic  style  of  furrUture. 
with  its  u.se  of  heavy  carved  oak 
and  Its  architectural  qaality,  was 
never  as  f^rnilv  o  .t.ibli.-^hed  in  Italy 
as  elsewhere,  though  its  Influence 
perbisted  there  more  or  less  until 
the  sixteenth  century.  It  was  early 
supplanted  by  Romanesque  or 
pseudo-classie  style,  and  the  first 
Impulse  of  the  real  Renaissance 
movement  was  felt  in  the  fourtoentli 
century. 

AMS  FLOUBMBnUI 

If  was  durintc  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury that  the  arts  flourished  most 
luxurlou.ily  m  Italy  and  It  was  then 
tliat  the  .styles  became  most  fully 
Imlvied  with  the  spirit  of  the  cla-.-slc 
antique.  This  spirit,  which  ef- 
fected such  a  change  in  architec- 
ture, was  also  exemplified  In  the 
form  and  ornamentation  of  fufni- 
ture. 

Carved   woodwork   became  the 

vogue  in  Interiors,  and  the  furniture 
styles  followed  the  lend  Cabln«'t 
making  became  ;iii  lioiiored  craft 
The  furniture  wa.s  les-s  formal  than 
that  of  the  (Jothic  iieriod,  but  still 
massive  and  foUowinc  architectural 
lines.  Columas  and  piasters  formed 
a  feature;  cabinets  and  paneling 
took  on  the  forms  of  temples  and 
palaces,  and  fronts  of  cupboards 
and  presses  often  represenltag  tem- 
fds  facades.  Oradually,  however, 
the  furniture  became  more  movable, 
was  better  placed  In  th"  rooms,  and 
assuin:;d  a  greater  Individuality. 

DB8IBB  GROWS 

The  wealthy  nobles  and  merchants 
of  Florence.  Milan.  Rome,  Venice 
and  other  cities  bcRnn  to  desire 
more  sumptuous  lurnlshlngs  for 
their  homes,  and  elaborate  and 
handsome  chests,  cablneu,  Ubles. 
chairs,  and  other  pleoee,  furni- 
ture waa  palatial  rather  than  do- 
mestic in  character.  It  was  gener- 
ally heavy  and  dignified.  The 
standard  of  worlmianshlp  was  high. 
It  nrhleved  distinction  in  form,  the 
Italian  craftsmen  i)or;v».s.sinic  a  fine 
.sen.f  of  proportion  and  an  eye  for 
de.sign.  dividing  their  spaces  In  a 
manner  calculated  tO  {WOduet  1 
pleasing  «frect.

'Ihe  dM, Styles  Of  the  Mid- 
dle Ages  found  their  enresslon 
sMs4r  in  architeetors.  After  the 
RflOMa  and  Pnmpelan,  the  Gothlo 
was  the  first  to  m^  Itself  felt  in 
furniture  design.  TlM  Oothlc  school 
originated  in  Ndlthem  France,  and

to  d'-'lRning,  we  have  by  no  means 
named  all  who  are  entitled  to  credit, 
even  though  we  refuse  to  admit 
any  claims  of  either  before  or  after 
tie  latter  half  of  the  flrtaanth 
century. 

There  were  Ihce  aiul  Mayhew, 
who  pubUabed  their  "Unlvargal  Sys- 
tem of  Booaehold  nunlture"  in 
1762-3.  a  book  obTloudrtoOdeled  on 

the  pattern  of  Chippendale's  "Di- 
rector." There  were  Batty  and 
Thomas  Langley,  whose  act  ivitlps  ex- 
tended Into  the  second  hnlf  of  the 
century,  althoiigh  their  careers  had 
begun  a  number  of  years  earlier.

THERE  arr  iiMif  rou.-;  ;  pot.%  Ion 
dedicated  to  the  memory  ol  Britain's 
floHous  dead,  bat  noao  of  them  con- 
jure up  more  thrilling  reminiscences  of  gallant 
deeds  and  notable  events  than  are  recalled  by 
the  statues  of  the  ilhutrleus  heroes  and 
heroines  to  bo  found  In  WatoHoo  Place,  whieh 
is  a  quadrangular  open  spaee  occupj'lng  the 
site  of  the  outer  courtyard  of  Carlton  House, 
'  the  ono-tlMO  resbteaoo  of  tho  notoriouo 
Prince  Regoat,  who  aftgnfaitfo  baoaaw  Klaf 
Oeorg  IV.  • 

As  is  so  often  tho  ease,  tho  moot  tmpaalag 

monument  In  'a  »  p  '  r'i*  waa  erected  tO 
^the  least  deserving  of  tho  many  persons  irtweo 
memorloo  are  porpetuoied  there.  On  tha  otto 
of  the  entrance  to  CaHton  House  stands  a 
granite  Tuacan  coliunn  which  rlsoa  to  a 
height  of  1S4  toot  and  io  surmounted  by  a 
bronae  statue  of  the  Duke  of  r  x  Al- 
bany, the  second  son  of  Oeorge  III.  lie  was 
for  several  years  the  enthustastlc  but  \wry  In- 
etnelent  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  British 
Army,  and  when  this  column  was  erected  to 
his  memory  In  1833  the  Bnglish  people  did 
not  reqwnd  at  all  readUy  to  the  appeal  tor 
subscrlptlotu  to  defray  the  cost,  eo  every  sol- 
dier in  the  army  was  robbed  of  a  day's  pay  to 
provide  the  requisite  funds.

The 
sun's  nys  an  so  beneficial  that  ths  more  ttiey 
flood  the  floor  the  better  A  reversible  drip- 
ehutter,  of  course,  helps  a  lot  since  It  can  be 
put  in  a  dinet  lias  with  tha  nys  and  so  does 
not  get  in  the  wnv 

The  best  idea  ol  all,  however,  Is  to  have  an 
extra  shutter  for  Summer  use.  Make  a  stout 
frame  of  the  right  length  and  two  feet  wide 
Cover  this  with  tracing  linen  or  some  glass 
subautute  and  all  tha  lienafleial  nys  will  satar 
whUe  the  heat  rays  will  be  held  back  and  aU 
orlps  from  the  rain  still  held  at  bay.

*T^HEBJi  are  still  a  great  many  people  who 
*  Win  ten  you  that  on  no  aeootint  should  you 
examine  the  nest  of  a  ne a  1,  kindled  doe,  as 
.  such  a  proceeding  on  your  part  will  most  cer- 
tainly turn  tha  doa  agidnst  her  family  and  that 
'he  will  reeant  any  interference  on  your  part 
by  neglecting  or  maybe  eating  har  bahias. 
They  .will  also  t^  you  that  tha  doa  knows  hsr 
own  baslr.rv.  and  that  ths  SuolOf  WlU  gSt 
along  all  right  If  left  to  her. 

That  may  be  so.  On  the  other  hand  it  quRo 
easily  may  not— partlularly  In  thO  oan  of  Aa-  < 
goraa.  We  recently  saw  a  rabbit  with  lt%  en- 
tire left  front  foot  missing.  This  happened 
beeauae  the  owner  of  the  rabbit  did  not  ex- 
amine the  nest  until  the  babiea  were  nearly  a 
week  old,  when  he  found  that  this  particular 
youngster  had  a  strand  of  the  wool  with  which 
the  mother  had  lined  her  nest  tightly  wound 
roiuid  the  first  Joint  of  her  front  leg.  The 
result  was  that  circulation  had  been  stopped 
and  tlM  little  foot  simply  withered  and  dropped 
off. 

Baby  rabbits  an  often  very  active  ih  their 

nest  almost  a.s  .sof>n  a.<i  they  are  born,  and  It 
may  happen  that  a  strand  of  wool  or  a  wisp  of 
hay  bseomas  wound  round  the  aeek  df  a 
youngster.  In  which  onse  it  will  very  speedily 
depart  this  life.  So  It  Is  well  to  examine  the 
nest  as  sooo  as  posslUa  attar  tha  doa  has 
kindled. 

'  Of  course,  if  you  go  about  it  in  a  clumsy  and 
haphaaard  way,  showing  no  consideration  for 
the  feelings  of  the  doe.  you  an  eouittng  mis- 
fortune, ahd  the  chances  an  that  she  will 
turn  naAy  and  perhaps  neglect  or  InJun  her  ' 
babiea.  But  the  wise  breeder  ia  on  such  terms 
of  fMendship  with  his  animals  that  the  aver- 
age doe  win  not  reeent  a  quick  and  careful  ex- 
amination or  her  nest.  If  she  U  given  a  tit-bit 
In  the  shape  of  a  few  leaves  of  green  or  a  crust 
of  stale  bre|d  she  will  sit  quite  content  while 
you  have  a  quick  but  oomprabaasin  look  at 
babies. 

Ttoa  may  occaalooally  get  a  doe  which  Is 
perhaps  very  nervous  or  inclined  to  be  spiteful 
In  this  case  remm'e  her  from  the  hutch  and 
put  her  In  a  box  or  tiasket  where  she  cannot 
.  see  what  you  an  doing.  wUh  a  little  green- 
atuff  io  keep  her  occupied.  Then  conduct  your 
exan\lnatlon  quickly  and  neatly,  remembering 
tr  replace  the  covering  of  wool  and  hay  aa 
nearly  as  possible  aa  you  found  It  When  re- 
turning the  dee  to  her  hutch,  give  her  a  little 
mon  green-stiMI  and  ahe  sho^  settle  down 
w«a  enough. 

In  all  caxes  of  examination  of  a  n<vtt  or 
handling  newborn  youogstora.  it  is  weU  to  rub 
yo«r  hOMlS  hetaw  dah«  ao  to  the  damp  litter

A  Beet  and  Muti^uld  Vest 

WHKN  your  bset  and  mangold  crape  an 
coming  Into  leaf  you  will,  of  course, 
keep  a  sharp  look  out  for  the  first  signs  of 
"mangold  maggot.'*  whIdi  ten  of  the  visits  of 

the  grey  winged  beet  fly  The  flie^  hatch  out 
from  their  papae  in  dead  leaves  and  soil  with 
the  first  warm  weather  and  yield  mon  than 
one  brood  each  sr.T.soii  Tlie  adult.s  are  ashy 
gny  in  color  and  about  half  the  slxe  of  a 
common  houM  fly;  la  fact,  they  an  often  mis- 
taken for  little  flies  by  peopir  ui,.)  do  not 
realise  tlmt  insects  ia  their  perfect  state  never 
growi  but  have  Alcea<!^  reached  their  full  slM. 

Ttm  beet  fly  l^ys  a  string  of  very  pntty 

pearly  eggs  on  the  leaves  of  the  younc  crops, 
and  from  these  come  the  maggoU  which  feed 
oa  the  pulp  aad  quickly  reduce  the  foliage  to 
nothing  but  dry.  hard  .skin.  As  with  other 
injurious  vegetable  flies  of  this  class,  deep 
digglag  aad  aoll  fnalgatlaD  dlepon  of  then 
papae  on  the  site.  Again,  It  has  been  found 
that  artlfldala  like  superphoqtfaate  and  sul- 
phate of  ammonia  used  Instead  of  orgaaie 
manure  for  this  crop  han  a  beaeflcial  aSoet 

in  keeping  down  the  fly. 

What  is  very  necessary  is  to  prevent  the 
visits  of  "fbreignen''  fnm  other  grouad,  both 
wild  and  cultivated,  by  spraying  the  foliage 
Of  your  plants  when  well  formed  with  paraffin 
and  soft  soap  emalslon.  This  will  keep  your 
crop  free  of  them.  It  should  be  noted  that 
tlie  beet  fly  feeds  not  only  on  beet  and  man- 
gold, but  on  many  com  mon  weeds,  sadi  aa 
thLstie.s.  sowthLstie.  dock,  and  e^jwdaHy  the 
goosefoot  or  "fat  hen."

Thousand  Headed  Kale  tt  mon  often  grown 
for  eattla  aad  poultry  feeding  than  for  hu- 
man consunipMnn  tt  niiirt  no*  be  overlooked, 
however,  Uiai  u  al.so  pnxluce*  a.  laige  number 
Of  aoeeuleat  greea  shooU  tti  early  flaring,  and 
these  are  good  when  cooked.

Sprouting  Kale  Ls  not  greatly  ^different.
